meet considerable favor proposes to allow a 
rebate of the tariff on all goods imported in 
American built ships. This is all poppy- 
cock and would not accomplish what we seek 
to do, which is to build up the merchant ma- 
rine and create new markets. This schbme 
would be more favorable to the shipping 
trust than anything yet advanced. They 
have the control of practically all the trans- 
atlantic lines, and if a rebate should be al- 
‘lowed on all goods imported in American 
bottoms, the trust would undoubtedly derive 
all the benefit from the subsidy. This being 
true, it is doubtful if any new ships would 
be built and our markets would not be ex- 
panded. 

One of the best plans to encourage the 
building of new ships and create new mar- 
kets, in my judgment, would be the payment 
of a graded subsidy for a limited number of 
years. For the ships constructed to trans- 


would pay a large subsidy, while to ships 
built in American yards and engaged in the 
regular trade I would pay a smaller sum. 
The subsidy should be limited to a term of 
ten years on each new ship. Within that 
period the subsidy would pay the cost of 
constructing the vessel. 

“If we should continue paying a bonus on 
a ship for a period longer than ten years, 
shipbuilding would stop. I would not wipe 
out the subsidy entirely in ten years, but 
would pay it to one ship for that time, and 
if the owners continued to build new ves- 
sels they could receive a subsidy for them.

Parties to prospective elopements and other 
get married quick schemes in and about 
Chicago during the mating season of 1908 
may take heart.’ A kind hearted individual 
—for a consideration—will act as their busi- 
ness agent and arrange the necessary de- 
tails. 

The person who holds out this hope to the 
fluttering hearts of those who consider ex- 
peditiousness an important part of matri- 
mony is none other than a state official of 
Wisconsin, A. Cary Judd, court commis- 
sioner at Racine. 

Mr. Judd has discovered that the Wiscon- 
sin law is not so strict on the subject of 
marriage as has hitherto been supposed, and 
he has outlined a few possible short cuts to 
wedded bliss in advertisements in the news- 
papers. Perhaps it is superfluous to add 
that Mr. Judd as well as being an attorney is 
a justice of the peace and a notary public, 
and marries couples every day at so much 


per. 

Wants Chicago’s Business. 

Mr. Judd has his eye particularly on busi- 
ness from Chicago, and to that end Re in- 
serted his advertisement in Chicago papers 
announcing his ability to perform marriage 
services with neatness and dispatch. The 
advertisement read: 
FOR INFORMATION WHAT TO DO BY PAR - 

ties who desire a quiet marriage at Racine, Wis., 
address A. C. JUDD, | 

In Wisconsin the statute says that five 
days must elapse between the application for 
a marriage license and the ceremony. This 
has been inconvenient for Chicago couples, 
who are generally in a hurry and can devote 
only one day to marriage rites. But Mr. 
Judd has devised a scheme by which, for a 
consideration, you may obviate “ the law’s 
delay.“ 

If you should wish to elope, for example, 
you write to Mr. Judd and take him into your 
confidence. He will send you a blank mar- 
riage license application form, which you will 
properly fill out, substituting the words 
* Ilunois and Cook county” for Wis- 
consin and “ Racine county,“ respectively. 
This you return to Mr. Judd, who thereupon 
wiil procure your license and marry you 
whenever you get time to run up to Racine. 
Mr. Judd says it makes no difference in what 
state the application is made, though he 
admits his inability to recall a court decision 
upholding his contention. 


How Troubles Are Avoided. 
Ordinarily you will have to wait five days 
after sending your application before you 
can spring your elopement. But if you are 
too impatient to brook a single day's delay, 


and it you have the price, Mr. Judd will un- 


dertake to wipe out even that five days and 
marry you on the spot. Mr. Judd is able to 
do all these things because of his friend, 
County Judge Max W. Heck, who can issue 
special marriage permits, good on the spot. 
County Clerk William Bell, who issues the 
licenses, also is his friend.

-HERDERS AND STOCK LOST 


IN‘MONTANA’S BLIZZARD. 

Damage of at Least $5,000,000 Caused 

by Storm Now Raging—Flocks Aban- 
doned to Their Fate. | : 


Great Falls, Mont., May 19.—The heaviest 
cattle and sheep loss in the history of Mon- 
tana, the damage of which will foot as high 
as $5,000,000, has been caused by the ter- 
rific snow storm which has been raging for 
the last three days. In some sections fully 
90 per cent of the sheep on the, 
perished. Three herders at least wandered 
away in the blinding storm and were frozen 
to death. 

It is difficult to get names. An aged herd- 

er employed by H. H. Wilson at Portage was 
lost on Sunday. Two more in the Shelby 
Junction country, employed by the Floweree 
Cattle company, are missing, and there is no 
hope that they can be found alive. Herders 
have abandoned their flocks on every hand 
and fled for safety to the settlements and 
ranches. Nothing like the fury of this storm 
has ever before been witnessed in northern 
Montana. 
Ot a consignment of 600 cattle, bound from 
Havre, all but 5 were found frozen stiff. 
Losses are reported on every hand, and this 
district will feel the effects of the losses for 
years.

THIRTY FAMILIES 
VICTIMS OF FIRE. 


Seventy-five Persons Are Made 
Homeless by Blaze Causing 
8100, 000 Loss in Lake 
View District. 


— — 


COSTLY DELAY IN ALARM. 


Nearest Engines Are Out and 
Flames Gain Great Headway 
Before Distant Companies 
Can Reach Scene. 


Thirty families, numbering over seventy- 
five persons, were made homeless last night 
by a fire that raged in Dunning street and 
Seminary and Lill avenues. Twelve frame 
residences and flats, covering nearly an 
entire block, were destroyed before the fire- 
men could check the flames. The total loss 
is estimated at $100,000. 

Chance and the limited number of fire 
engines in the district allowed the flames 
to gain great headway almost unopposed. 
At 8:45 the fire department was called to 
Diversey and Lincoln avenues to a fire which 
proved insignificant. A moment later in 
came a Still alarm from the fire in Semi- 
nary avenue. The nearest engine that could 
be reached then was No. 22 at Webster and 
Lincoln avenues, and it was ordered to the 
scene with a hook and ladder company from 
Nerth avenue and Larrabee street, over a 
mile away. 

The first firemen on the scene saw they 
were powerless to check the blaze and at 9:02, 
seventeen minutes after the fire started, a 
second alarm was sent in. The apparatus 
had a considerable distance to go, however, 
and more valuable time was lost before a 
sufficient mumber of engines were ready to 
fight the fire.

A. Alexander, 
Starts in Broom Factory. 

The fire started in a broom factory at 471 
Seminary avenue, owned by E. J. Kurtz. 
That building was doomed before the first 
engines arrived. Owing to the inflammable 
nature of the contents the flames spread 
rapidly to all parts of the building, which isa 
one story shed, and burning bunches of the 
broom corn were carried high in the air, set- 
ting fire to three double three story frame 
flat buildings, 455 to 465 Seminary avenue. 

The occupants of these buildings, who were 
standing at the windows watching the burn- 
ing broom factory, found their homes aflame 
over their heads before they were aware of 
any danger.

ONCE-A-DAY MILK DEADLY 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT WARNS 
CONSUMERS OF DANGER. 
Sends Letter to Heads of Wagon Driv- 
ers’ Union Pieading fer Some 
Change in Present Rules in the In- [ 
terest of Babies’ Lives—Hot Days 
Bring Complaints of Sour Lacteal 
Fluid and a Marked Increase in In- 

fant Mortality Follows. 


Uniess immediate changes are effected in 
the methods of supplying Chicago with milk, 
the health department asserts that the pub- 
lic health will be seriously menaced and that 
a tremendous increase in infant mortality 
during the summer months will fellow. The 
one delivery a day plan now being followed 
by drivers of milk wagons is held to be a 
danger. Further, citizens are warned to as- 
sure themselves that their milk dealer does 
not use bottles which are not properly 


The dirty milkman,’’ the public is warned, 
is more dangerous than the dishonest one. 

Two deliveries of milk a day, it is held, are 
absolutely essential if infant health is to be 
protected. As it is the milk delivered in the 
city is thirty-six hours old, on the average, 
before it reaches the customer. The drivers 
make only a morning delivery, and thus the 
supply, already thirty-six houre old, must 
last for the following twenty-four hours. 

Every warm day this spring has brought 
an increase of the complaints to the depart- 
ment concerning sour milk. The effects 
already are seen in arising death rate among 
infants. At the close of last week it was 
reported that there had been during that 
period 184 deaths of children under 5 years 
of age, as against 138 during the previous 
week, or an increase of 83 per cent. As com- 
pared with the corresponding week of last 
year the increase was 43.7 per cent. 


Urges Union to Relent. 

In view of these facts Health Commissioner 
Reynolds has sent a letter to the heads of 
the Milk Wagon Drivers’ union asking that 
the problem be given serious consideration, 
It is belleved that the drivers will consent 
to the old plan of two deliveries if the gravi- 
ty of the case is presented to them from the 
humanitarian side. 

In addition the commissioner has sent let- 
ters to the heads of various philanthropic 
and charitable organizations asking their 
influence to this end. 

In the Ghetto it is found that milk deliv- 
ered in the morning absolutely cannot be 
kept for the succeeding twenty-four hours. 
Already three riots have occurred in the vi- 
cinity of Eighteenth street and Canalport 
avenue. Mothers have flocked to the depots 
of milk dealers demanding a fresh after- 
noon supply. As a result a number of deal- 
ers here have started the two delivery sys- 
tem. But their efforts have been blocked by 
members of the union. . 

The problem is the most serious the de- 
partment has faced in years,” said Secre- 
tary Pritchard. It is a matter of life and 
death. It is practically impossible to keep 
milk for twenty-four hours in the congested 
districts, and it is in these districts that 


people there seldom are able to purchase ice. 
We believe that the milk drivers will see 
the dangers of the situation and give the 
sertous _Sonaidere tion.“ 
Good Milk Saves Many Lives. 

According to the department’s statistics, 
close milk inspection during the last six 
years has brought a decided improvement in 
the milk supply of the city. During the 
previous six years, before stringent meth- 
ode were enforced, there had been 66,008 
deaths of children under 5 years of age in 
the city. During the six years now closing 
there have beem but 51,046 such deaths. The 
under 5 years population, according to the 
federal census, increased 30 per cent be- 
tween 1890 and 1900. So that, on this basis, 
instead of 51,046 deaths in the second six 
year period there would have been, had the 
earlier death rate continued, 85,083 deaths. 


DOG THAT CAUGHT FUGITIVE 
TO FIGURE IN MURDER CASE. 


Trial of John Kniat for Killing Leon 
Hintz in Pozen Last November Will

could have done, will figure in the murder 
trial of John Kniat, which was called be- 
fore Judge McEwen yesterday and contin- 
ued. In the afternoon Assistant State’s 
Attorney Fake went to Pozen, the scene of 
the killing, and notified Charles Delinski, 
the dog’s owner, to bring the animal into 
éourt. 

Kniat is charged with stabbing Leon Hintz, 
18 years old, on Nov. 17 last, in spite of Mrs. 
Hintz’s struggles to protect her son. The 
trouble began with a quarrel ina saloon, and 
Kniat, seizing a knife, followed Hintz toward 
his home, at One Hundred and Forty-fourth 
street and Western avenue. 

Mrs. Hintz stepped between the men, and, 
seizing Kniat by the shoulders, she pushed 
him back and pleaded with him not to con- 
tinue the quarrel with her son. The latter 
stood so close behind his mother that Kniat 
could touch him with his hand. . Reaching 
over her shoulder, Kniat, as her story goes, 
seized the young man by the hair and drew 
his head over his mother’s shoulder. Then 
followed the knife thrust which severed 
Hintz’e jugular vein. 

Kniat fied and Mrs. Hints fell fainting 
beside her son's body. Delinski had seen the

JOWAN OPPOSES REVISION, 


JOHN v. LACEY USES LIFE OF HEN- 
RY CLAY TO POINT MORAL. 


In Speech at Grant Club Banquet at 
Des Moines the Congressman Tells 
of the Original Protectionist—Says 

Every Attempt to Revise Tariff Has 
Caused Financial Distress—Thinks 
That of All Measures the Dingley 
‘Bill Is the Best. 


Des Moines, Ia., May 19.—[Special.]—At the 
banquet of the Grant club here tonight Con- 
gressman John F. Lacey’ delivered an ad- 
dress on Henry Clay, in which he char- 
acterized Clay as the original protectiopist 
and coupled his name with that of Lincoln, 
McKinley, and Roosevelt. He used Clay’s 
career to demonstrate the necessity for pro- 
tective tariff. 

Mr. Lacey’s address was an extended one, 
and he reviewed the career of Henry Clay 
in considerable detail. 

“It was during a debate on the proposal to 
forbid the citation of any English law in an 
American court.“ said Mr. Lacey, that Mr. 
Clay sounded the keynote of protection, by a 
resolution that the members of the legisla- 
ture should wear only American clothing, 
and he wore with pardonable ostentation 
garments of purely domestic manufacture. 
He was proud of his Kentucky jeans. This 
question led to a personal assault by Hum- 
phrey Marshall, and a duel in which they 
were both wounded. 

“And so it happened that Clay shed his 
first blood for protection, a cause which he 
always fondly denominated the ‘ American 
system.’ He regarded a clothing schedule 
as sufficiently satred in those days to be 
willing to die for it.” 

Early Conditions Repeated. 

Continuing, Mr. Lacey said: The rev- 
enue tariff, prior to 1824, was the Wilson 
law of that day. The tariff of 1824 corre- 
sponded to the Dingley act of the present 
time. Mr. Clay said: 

II were to select any term of seven 
years which exhibited a scene of the most 
widespread dismay and desolation, it would 
be exactly that term of seven years imme- 
diately preceding the tariff act of 1824.’ 

Then he said by contrast: If the term 
of seven years were to be selected of the 
greatest prosperity which this people have 
enjoyed since’ the establishment of their 
present constitution, it would be exactly 


that period of seven years which immediately 


followed the passage of the tariff of 1824.” 


Revision Always Disturbing. 

Coming down to present day tariff issues, 
Congressman Lacey said: 

In my public life I have seen four re- 
visions, or attempted revisions, of the tariff. 
The Mills, McKinley, Wilson, and Dingley 
bills have all in turn occupied the attention 
of the country, and everybody knows the de- 
pression that attends a tariff agitation and 
general revision. 

“In 1896, after having gone through so 
much tariff agitation, the party at St. Louis 
demanded the repeal of the Wilson law, and 
then used this tnstructive language: ‘ Weare 
not pledged to any particular schedule. The 
question of rates is a practical question, to 
be governed by the conditions of the time and 
of production; the ruling and uncompromis 
ing principle is the protection and develop- 
ment of American labor and industry. The 
country demands a right settlement and then 
it wants rest.“ 

“It has had a settlement and since then 
has had work for the laborer and rest from 
tariff agitation. | 

There are some who are willing to try the 
experiment of depriving the country of this 
rest even at the risk of giving abundant 
leisure once more to our workingmen. 
The result is the same whether protec- 
tion is removed by friends or enemies. 

No doubt there are schedules in the Ding- 
ley act that are imperfect. So there have 
been in all tariff laws. So there will be in the 
next one. In time every tariff must be re- 
vised and changed. 


Dingley Law Is the Best. 

“ Measured by this fairest of all tests, the 
worst tariff act ever placed upon our statute 
books was the Wilson law, and, judged by 
the same just standard, no law has ever 


: brought us as good results as the Dingley 


act. 

“ Reciprocity has for many years been a 
cardinal principle of lican faith. I be- 
eve republicans univ y favor reciproc- 
ity, as heretofore announced in our plat- 


| form, but by this they do not mean giving 


much for little or something for nothing. 
I believe that no better declaration of 
our party principles can be drawn than that 
so clearly stated by President Theodore 
Roosevelt. What is best for the United’ 
States is best for the republican party.’’ 


CLEVELAND TRACTION MERGER. 


Consolidated Company Will Have Capi- 
tal of $23,500,000 and Issue 
Universal Transfers. 


Cleveland, O., May 19.—An agreement was 
reached today at a conference between 
President M. A. Hanna of the Cleveland City 
railway company and President Horace An- 
drews of the Cleveland Electric railway 


company which will result in the amalgama- 


tion of their interests and the placing of 
every street car line under one management. 

‘While the name of the new company has 
not been selected, it is understood that it will 
have a capitalization of not less than 323, 
500,000. Senator Hanna will, it is said, be 
the chairman of the board of directors, while 
Horace E. Andrews will be named as presi- 
dent. 

The consolidated company will issue uni- 
versal transfers, it is said, but there will 
probably be no reduction in fare, as orig- 
inally proposed by the promoters of the big 
deal. The latter desired to sell seven tickets 
for 25 cents instead of eleven for 50 cents, 
the present rate, in order to discourage the 
construction of a system of 3 cent fare lines, 
which Mayor Johnson is credited with being 
largely interested in. |

BOY COMES BACK; 


CLEARS MYSTERY. 


Parents Had Been Suspected 
of Murdering Young 
‘William Harrison. 


THREATS FROM A MOB. 


While Youth Was Wandering 
Father and Mother Faced 
Aceusers in Michigan. 


The great murder mystery of Breeds- 
ville, Mich., which has kept the villagers and 
farmers agog for more than eighteen 
months, and resulted in the “ moral convic- 
tion and practical ostracism of Mr. and Mrs. 
F. J. Harrison, has been solved. = 

Within a few days William. Harrison, the 
supposed victim, will return home to confront 
the accusers and persecutors of his parents. 


Young Harrison is now in Chicago, and has 


informed his parents of his whereabouts. 

Since his disappearance from home the 
youth has roved about the earth, seeking 
adventure, unwitting of the trouble. into 
which his unexplained absence plunged his 
parents. During that time also the Breeds- 
ville farmer knew nothing of the whereabouts 
of the boy, and could make no satisfactory 
answer to his neighbors when they demanded 
an account of his son. 


Boy Leaves, Then a Storm. 

Young Harrison left home in November, 
1901, but it was not until the following May 
that the excitement. over his absence reached 
its height. The Harrison family had but 
recently moved to Breedsville from Chicago 
and Mr. Harrison: did not make acquaint- 
ances readily among his neighbors. He was 
an invalid and his reticence and ill nature 
at times had not inspired confidence in him. 

Thus it was that the community was ready 
to believe all that rumor had to say of the 
disappearance of the boy, and the wave of 
popular feeling finally compelled Deputy 
Sheriff Britton of Van Buren county to visit 
the farm, armed with a warrant for Harri- 
son's arrest. 

The deputy sheriff could not find sufficient 
evidence to warrant him in serving the 
warrant and the farmers and villagers arose 
in protest. Events reached a crisis about 
the middle of May a year ago, when only 
the appearance in Breedsville of Edward C. 
Reichwald, a Chicago commission merchant, 
saved the Harrisons from mob violence. 

When Reichwald, who had known Harri- 
gon in Chicago, reached Breedsville, he 
found the place ina turmoil. On the etreet 
the villagers and farmers had gathered in 
groups, talking of the prolonged and unex- 
plained absence of the boy. Some were pro- 
vided with spades with which to dig up the 
ground of the Harrison farm in quest of 
the body, which, rumor had it, was concealed 
there. 


| Story of Strange Cries. 

The declaration of a woman that on the 
night of the boy’s disappearance she had 
heard cries of distress from the Harrison 
home helped fire the indignation of the peo- 
ple, and a-leader only was needed to bring 
the mob down on the farmer. Reichwald 
knew many of the more influential men of 

village and of the farming district, and 
informed them that Harrison was to be 
trusted. All that day and night he went 
among the farmers and townspeople plead- 
ing with them to be. just, and so quieted 
the mob spirit. 
Before Reichwald left the place at the 
end of a week the Harrisons were out of 
of violence, but among the farmers 
the feeling still remained that there was 


much to be explained in the absence of the 


boy. 

The neighbors thereafter held aloof from 
the Harrisons, and the farmer found it im- 
possible to sell his produce in Breedsville, 
and was compelled to seek a market in Ban- 
gor, several miles away; or in South Haven, 
seven miles distant. . 


Mother Tells of Woes. 


In a letter just received by young Har- 
rison from his mother the story of their trials 
is told. ; 

Sheriff Britton came to our home with a 
warrant in his pocket for your father’s ar- 
rest,“ she wrote, but he could find noth- 
ing. After awhile the clamor died down, 
but everywhere we went we knew that they 
looked down upon us. When I got your first 
letter I showed it to some neighbor women, 
and they all said it was a nice letter. After- 
ward people claimed that the letter was 
made up by Mr. Reichwald. 

“I will be so happy when you get home, and 
we can show. them al that they were mis- 
taken.” 

Boy Visits Other Lands. 

While his parents were thus struggling 
against unreasoning prejudice the boy was 
making his way about the world. After 
leaving home because of a quarrel with his 
father he came to Chicago. Remaining here 


a short time, he stole a ride on a freight 
train to New Orleans, then went into 
Texas. 


Returning to New Orleans, he shipped for 
Cape Town and enlisted in the British army 
Later he returned to New Orleans 
and reshipped for south Africa. 

On this voyage out he broke his ankle, and 
remained on the ship without the attendance 
of a surgeon until the vessel, after touching 
at the Cape, went north along the west shore 
to the Cape Verde islands and thence to 
Quebec. 

In Quebec he remained in a hospital for 
several months, and finally made his way 
back to Chicago last October. He found em- 
ployment with the Chicago Typesetting com- 
pany, and it was not until a month ago that 
he wrote home, and then the authenticity 
of his letter was doubted. — 


Pictures Taken as Proof. 

Other letters foHowed between the boy and 
his mother, and Mr. Reichwald also wrote 
a number of letters to friends in Breedeville 
assuring them of the genuineness of the boy’s 
letters. Later he had a photograph taken of 
himself and the boy, and copies of the pho- 
tographs have been sent to Breedsville. 

“It’s awful to think of the trouble my 
parents have been through.“ said young Har- 
rison yesterday. “‘ Suppose I had been killed 
while away. They could never have proved 
2 the suspicions against my parents were 
false.“ 

Young Harrison is now 18 years old and has 
no taste for life on a fruit farm. Father 
was sick and of course cranky at times, and I 
was hotheaded and we quarreled,“ he said. 

Before removing to the Michigan farm the 
lived at Madison and Robey 
streets, where Harrison had a tailor shop. 
There they knew Reichwald. whose friend 
ship stood them in guch good stead. 


PRIMARY LAW UP TO PEOPLE. 


Wisconsin Senate Approves Measure and 
the Voters Will Have Chance to 
Adopt It. 


8 Wis., May 19.—The senate this 
evening concurred in the primary election 
measure as passed by the assembly, refer- 
ring the whole matter to a vote of the peo- 
ple, who will decide as to the merits of the 
bill at general election next year. The new 
law applies to city and county officers and to 
‘eight state officers, including governor and 
the members of both houses of the legis- 
lature. Congressmen are to be nominated 
by the old method, and a convention will be 
held for the framing of the state platform. 
The referendum plan applies to all except 
county and city offices. ‘

As already detailed in THs TRIBUNE, examination by an expert has shown that there 
are fifteen serious danger points about the building where masses of granite are likely to 
detach themselves at any moment and,drop to the sidewalks. 

Only a few days ago Public Service Superintendent McLaren detected a block of stone 
weighing 300 pounds about to fall from a point just above the Washington street entrance. 
Masons were called and the granite chunk removed. Examination has shown that the 
cornice about the second story is all in bad condition and that portions are likely to fall 


at any moment. 


The Randolph street corner was patched two years ago after a chunk of stone weigh- 


ing 500 pounds fell into the street. It is figured that the patching now required will cost 


$1,500.

Battle Creek, Mich., May 19.—[Special.]— 
It is believed that the scourge of fire that 
has been destroying one big building after 
another owned by. the loeal Seventh Day 
Adventists, representing over $1,000,000 
worth of damage, has been the work of in- 
cendiaries, and possibly religious fanatics. 

Within a short time fire has destroyed the 
following Adventist institutions in Battle 
Creek: A large sanitarium, the largest 
printing house in Michigan, a six story brick 
hospital, two health food factories, one large 
laundry, the original sanitarium cottages, 
the power plant for the orphans’ home, and 
the barns of the sanitarium. Two lives have 


been lost. 
It has been known that the health food 


| factory was set on fire and officials say they 


know who fired the Review and Herald print- 
ing plant. There is not the shadow of a doubt 
that the destruction of the sanitarium barns 
yesterday was planned. This morning fire- 
men found the remains of J. B. Paul of Hume, 
Kas., in the ruins. Paul was a patient, but 
had gone to spend the night with the care- 
taker. He was 6 years of age and well to do. 
A coroner’s jury was chosen, and it is 
thought they will recommend a warrant for 
manslaughter. 
’ Officials, who think they know who started 
the fire, claim he is not identical with the 
Review and Herald firebug, who is not in 
the city now, and outsiders believe the ef- 
fort to destroy Adventist property is an 
or one. If the Adventists will not 
push an investigation on the ground that the 
fires are the will of God, the civil authori- 
ties will undovvbtedly do so. 
Prophetess White declares these fires are 
a sign that the Adventists shail leave Battle 
Creek, the city in which she founded the 
sect. The Adventist college and printing 


business have already been removed. 


Big Blaze in Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 19.—Fire today de- 
stroyed Jacobs’ cooper shop, the plants of 
the Milwaukee Commutator company, the 
Milwaukee automobile works, and the Mil- 
waukee Brass company.

Resplendent with electric lights and pol- 
ished mirrors the new barrel house owned 
and conducted by Hinky Dink,” otherwise 
Ald. Michael Kenna, has been thrown open 
to the public. The resort is the pride of the 
“tired and weary,’ and over what is said 
to be the longest bar in the world thousands 
of “tubs” are passing daily. .* 

When the Workingmen's Exchange,” 
the alderman’s other house, on the opposite 
side of the street, was closed to make way 
for a new building, there was sadness and 


dismay. 

“ Woe is us,“ was the cry. What is left 
for us in Chi.’ ?

This faith was not misplaced. The alder- 
man secured a long termed lease on the 
building on the opposite side of Clark street, 
a few doors south of Van Buren street, and 
a hundred carpenters and other mechanics 
were put to work. The result was known 
when the doors were opened Saturday even- 
ing. 

World's Biggest Barrel House.“ 

The room, 100 feet long by 50 feet wide, is 
said to be the largest barrel house in the 
world. The bar, curving slightly to the mid- 
dle of the room, is eighty-four feet long. A 
small office is at one end of the bar, anda 
bread box that is big enough for a refriger- 
ator is at the other. 

On the opposite side of the room is a lunch 
counter, where bowls of soup, prepared in 
the kitchen below, with unlimited quantities 
of bread, are always ready for the hungry. 

There are no larger receptacles made for 
beer than the glasses that are handed across 
the bar. The bowl seems as large as an or- 
dinary hat. The price is 5 cents. 

In front of the long bar is a trench, through 
which water is occasionally forced to tarry 
away the beer foam. An electric pump 
forces the beer from twelve barrels at a 
time from the ice box below. 

Three bartenders are kept at work, and 
the sales are recorded on cash registers. 
Twice or three times a day the alderman 
comes in from his other saloon, at Clark 
and Van Buren streets, and empties the con- 
tents of the money drawers into a large 
sack, which he stows away in the safe. 

Barly in the morning an agent from the 
brewery comes and counts the dimes and 
nickels, as there is little other money that 
reaches the registers. The alderman knows 
from the indicator how much money there 
should be, and he has no time to count it 
himself. The agent gives him or his secre- 
tary a receipt, and every month a check is 


sent for the amount that remains after the 


price of the beer has been deducted. 


Food, Drink, Even Beds. 

Above the barrel house a lodging house 
is being made ready. There will be rooms 
for 250 men—all guaranteed to be filled at 
registration time. Private lockers, shower 
baths, iron bedsteads, are some of the con- 
veniences. It is not for the one night lodger, 
as the rooms are to be rented by the week. 
The rate will be $1 each. 

“T am going to give these poor hobos 
the best home they ever had in their lives,” 
said Ald. Kenna yesterday. 

Between 7 o'clock Saturday evening and 
the same time on Sunday forty-eight bar- 
rels of beer had been sold. The supply ran 
out, and the bartenders were idle for several 
hours. There are about ten ‘tubs’ of beer 
in a gallon, and in a barrel there are thirty- 
two gallons, Forty-eight barrels means 


that 15,860 glasses of beer were sold in less 


than twenty-four hours in the new home of 


the bum.“ 
“I expect to average thirty barrels of beer 


a day in this place,” Ald. Kenna explained. 


Across the street I have sold on an average 


of seventeen barrels a day for the last five 
years, and here I shall have room for all my 


customers.” 
And There’s a Fortune in It. 


Is Ald. Kenna making money? Well, here 
is what one of his friends said last evening: 

„ Hink making money? Well, I guess. 
If I had his place and the trade I'd retire in a 
year. Just figure it up. With his rebates 
and his dividends from the stock he holds 
in the brewery his beer will not cost him 
more than $8.60 a barrel—and that's putting 
it high. He will average 320 glasses from 
each barrel, so that thirty barrels a day will 
mean an income of $480. The beer will cost 
$105. His help, lunch, and other expenses 
will be about a hundred more. 

“Ts he making money? He will make 
$100,000 a year out of this place alone—twice 
the salary of the president of the United 
States, and out of a South Clark street! bar- 
rel House.’ He will get a thousand dollars a 
month from the lodging house, too.“

SLOP MACHINES ABLAZE 


1,300 GAMBLING DEVICES BURNED 
IN PUBLIC AT PHILADELPHIA. 


Huge Pile Made of All Captured in Va- 
rious Raids and Structure Soaked 
im 011 Before Light Is Applied—Five 
Thousand Persons Assemble to See 
the Sight—Aflair Conducted by City 
and Law and Order Officials—$3,000 
Added to City’s Funds. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 19.—[Special.}— 
Fully 5,000 men, women, and children 
‘watched 1,300 slot machines go up in smoke 
today. 

The gambling devices, valued at $25,000, 
were piled in a heap, saturated with oll, and 
then touched off. 

Secretary Gibboney of the Law and Order 
league and Magistrate Eisenbowen conduct- 
ed the ceremonies on a vacant lot at Thirty~ 
second street and Lancaster avenue. 

In addition to the public officials and the 
police there was quite a company of dis- 
tinguished clergymen interested in the city’s 
war against gambling and gambling devices. 
It was an hour after the program time be- 
fore the fire was begun, and even then there 
were several cartloads of machines that had 


in the city hall. i 
Great Pile Is Set on Fire. 


When the kerosene had been soused lib- 
erally over the great tangled mass of wood, 
glass, and machinery, and the match applied, 
the effect was highly spectacular. The 
flames darted here and there in the small 
mountain of machines, and mounted still 
higher and higher until it was one terrific 
bonfire, the heat from which drove all the 
spectators further and further away. So 
fierce was the blaze that when wagons ap- 
peared from the city hall with more of the 
condemned devices, the drivers did not dare 
approach the hill of fire. 

Ropes had been stretched about the in- 
closure, and every one was forced to take 
refuge outside the lot. 

Two companies of the city fire department 
were on hand, ready to go into action instant- 
ly in case the flames threatened to spread, or 
the crowd became unruly. 

The teamsters were allowed to wait until 
the flames had subsided before they threw 
on the last of the machines. These, too, 
caught and blazed merrily. In a short time 
all that was left of the handsome devices was 
a tangled, blackened mass of wreckage. 


Enlivening Incidents Many. 

In the work of handling the machines the 
teamsters found coins now and then which 
had been tangled up with the complex ma- 
chinery. 

The gem machine of the lot was set apart 
until after the blaze grew high. It was a 
double machine, and a work of art, for taking 
quarters, and is said to have cost §600, which 
was captured at Third and Walnut streets 
on Jan. 2, 1908, and was found to contain 
about $60. It blazed beautifully. An explo- 
sion in the burning pile now and then was 
said to be due to the air tight cylinders of the 
pneumatic devices in the gambling machines. 

Of the 1,300 machines the Law and Order 
society claimed credit for 700, and the rest 
were seized in Director Smith’se raids Sec- 
retary Gibboney of the society said that for 
every machine captured more than five were 
hidden or carted away from the city. The 
highest number of machines in operation in 
the city at one time, he believed, was about 
10,000. 

Raids Netted Over $3,000. 

There was $1,560 turned over to the dis- 
trict attorney from the 700 machines he con- 
fiscated, and about.as much more from the 
other machines. From this was to be de- 
ducted the expenses of Contractor Burk for 
hauling, and two barrels of coal oil and two 
bags of shavings, before the net income of 
the city from this source could be figured 
out. It goes into the city treasury. 

The forty-five indictments against as many 
persons bound over by Magistrate Ejisen- 
brown were all quashed some time ago. The 
feeling was that the people who lost the 
money they invested in the machines were 
punished enough.

WESTERN UNION MUST MOVE. 
SAYS COURT OF APPEALS. 


Legal Fight with Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Decided in Favor of the Latter— 


New Jersey Injunction Dissolved. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 19—The United 
States Court of Appeals today held that the 
Pennsylvania’ railroad’ had a legal right to 
remove the poles and wires of the Western 
Union Telegraph company from the rall- 
road's right of way. The decision today af- 
firms a judgment of the West Pennsylvania 
United States court and reverses a judgment 
of 5 New Jersey United States Circuit 
court. 

The Pennsylvania court refused to grant 
the petition for an injunction sought by the 
Western Union Telegraph company against 
the Pennsylvania railroad, and the New 
Jersey court granted it. 

The opinion is written by Judge Dallas, 
who says the decree of the New Jersey court 
was not made on the merits of the case but

Gov. Pardee and Mayor Clark and the citi- 
zens’ committee. Followed. by several car- 
riages filled with citizens and preceded by a 
coach filled with musicians, the president 
drove from the depot to the grandstand, 
which was crowdedwith school children, who 
presented a pretty appearance, each one of 
the several thousand little ones waving an 
American flag. | 
After the review of the school children 
President Roosevelt drove to the Sutter elub, 
where he dined. After dinner he drove tothe 
state capitol bullding, where he had a brief 
informal talk with Gov. Pardee and other 
citizens. 
Now on Way to Portland. 
The governor's reception over, President 
Roosevelt stepped out upon the. rostrum 
erected on the east front of the capitol build- 
ing and delivered an address to the assembled 
citizens. Thousands were present. At the 


conclusion of his remarks the president drove 


to his train at the depot, and later started 
on his journey toward Portland. Several 
stops will be made in California before the 
Oregon line is reached. iF ; 

Secretary of the Navy Moody, who joined 
the president at Riverside, Cal., and who was 
to have started for Washington today, has 
accepted the president's invitation to go 
through to Cheyenne with him. Cheyenne 
will be reached on May 30. 

While the president’s train stopped at Reno 
this morning he went out on the back plat- 
form of his car and greeted the immense 
throng that had assembled to give him a true 
Nevada welcome, He did not attempt to 
make a speech, but talked first to one, then 
to another.

B. F. JONES PASSES AWAY. 


Head of Big Steel Corporation and Well 
Known Politician Dies in 
Pittsburg. 
Pittsburg, Pa., May 19.—Benjamin F. Jones 


Sr., member of the advisory board of Jones & 
Laughlins Steel company, Ltd., and for 


many years head of their manufacturing in- 


terests, died at his residence in Allegheny at 
2:25 this morning. The end came unexpect- 
edly. Mr. Jones had been Ill for the last week 
or ten days from nervousness, but no serious 
results were apprehended. : 
On April 20 he was seized with an attack of 
indigestion. Later neuralgia set in on the 
right side of the stomach, and the acute pain 
caused considerable suffering at times. The 
pain and worry attendant on his illness 
caused Mr. Jones so much nervousness that 
his constitution was undermined, and when 
the fatal attack made itself felt his vitality 
was unable to withstand theshock. 
Mr. Jones was 79 years old. He had been 
one of the foremost contributors to the won- 
derful industrial development of Pittsburg, 
and for years had exerted great influence on 
the public affairs of Pennsylvania. His life 
Had always been filled with responsibilities. 
He was chairman of the republican national 
pcommnittee during the Blaine campaign in 
1884. and was known throughout the country. 
. While making no pretense as a writer or

TULLOCH INSISTS 
Former Cashier Tells Hie 


fle Handled All Porto Rican’ 
Postal Accounts.

Disallowed Bills Often Repaid as 
Salary to Men Who Actually | 
Performed No Service.

Wi D. C., May 19.—Ex-Cashier 8. 
W. Tulloch was in Washington today, and in 
an interview said: 
I notice Mr. Payne obseryes that I could 
know nothing more about the postal service 
in Porto Rico than about the postal service in 
Chicago. Perhaps Mr. Payne isn’t aware 
that as cashier of the Washington city post - 
Office no postmaster there could even secure a 
box of matches that I didn’t pay for. Money 


— 


carriers, route men, and other employés for 
every postoffice in the island passed through 
my hands, and the postmaster of Washington 
city was responsible on his bond for the 
proper disbursement of it. 

Not only was I the cashier for every post- 
office in Porto Rico, but I was also auditor of 
the accounts, which I had to watch carefully 
lest some employés might double up on me. I 
was required to look out there were no dou- 
ble payments either for services or materials, 
that not more than one building in any town 
or city was rented for a postoffice, and scores 
of other things. Often these vouchers were 
not in satisfactory shape, and had to be re- 
turned, not once, but twice or tHriee, and 
corrected. 

Kept Accounts for Porto Rico. 

“TI acted likewise in a third capacity in 
keeping accounts for the supplies sent to 
every office in Porto Rico. A postmaster, 
for instance, whose bond was $2,500 might 
be furnished $2,500 worth of stamps and 
other postal materials on going to the island. 

“This sum of money was turned over and 
over again. He would send me cash, which 
he had realized on these materials or vouch- 
ers for expenditures, as the case might be, 
and I had to send him still further supplies, 
always watching out that the amount in- 
trusted to his care did not exceed the amount 
of his bond. 

“If I did not know more about Porto 
Rican postal affairs than about postal affairs 
in Chicago, declared Mr. Tulloch, “ I wasn't 
fit to be cashier. That's all there is to it.” 


How Accounts Were Repaid. 

Touching the question of expenses for in- 
dividuals which auditing officers refused to 
pass, Mr. Tulloch said: 

„I know that in some cases where these 
men came in with expenses which the ac- 
counting officers of the treasury would not 
pass, an ingenious scheme was devised to 
help them out. By direction of First As- 
sistant Heath the names of these empioyés 
would de ordered kept on the pay rolls fora 
time, long enough to make sufficient money 
in salary to equal the tabooed accounts. 

“I know in one case a favorite had come 
‘back to Washington, and his name had been 
dropped from the rolls. He had been draw- 


ing pay at the rate of $1,200 a year, but it 


was found that some of his expenses would 
not pass the auditing offices Forthwith an 
order came to me to put him on the rolls at 
$1,400. He performed no additional work, 
but was paid a salary till the deficiency was 
made up. In other words, the government 
was made to pay itself.“ ) 

Capt. Henry A. Castle, auditor for the post- 
office department, today gave out a state- 
ment in reply to charges made against his 
office by ex-Cashier S. W. Tulloch of the 
Washington city postoffice. Capt. Castle 
says: 

I have not yet received the postmaster 
general's letter transmitting abstracts of Mr. 
Tulloch's complaints referring to this office, 
but my reply will be brief, prompt, and, I 
think, conclusive.. I shall welcome the op- 
portunity, for I have had special satisfac- 
tion in the record of this bureau in settling 
the accounts of the Spanish war period. 

“Some of Mr. Tulloch’s statements are 
reckless and others absurdly false. The con- 
troller never disallowed $40,000 that had been 
approved by this office. My recollection now 
is that less than $1,000 finally was disap- 
proved, and that of that amount a consid- 
erable portion was simply charged under 
another head.“ , 

Postmaster General Payne today said that 
he had not communicated with Former First 
Assistant Postmaster General Heath, but 
that he thought he would do so later on. 


Milwaukee Office All Right. 


Mr. Payne said today that the investiga- 
tion at some of the postoffices had been com- 
pleted, instancing Milwaukee, where, he said, 
the accounts had been found correct. He 
said Controller Tracewell had personally in- 
vestigated the accounts of the New York 
postoffice, and the postmaster general added 
that he understands the accounts were found 
to be straight and in proper shape. 


GUILTY ON FOURTEEN COUNTS. 


Naturalization Frauds—Forty-seven 
Similar Cases to Be Tried. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 19.—Nathan Levin, a 
galoonkeeper and president of the Jewish 
branch of the Jefferson club, was found guilty 
today on fourteen out of sixteen indictments 
of naturalization frauds by a jury in the 
United States District court, and sentenced 
to five years in the Missouri penitentiary. 
There are forty-seven similar cases still to be 
tried.

LONDON, May 20, 3 a..m.—According to a 
Pekin dispatch to the Times dated May 19, 
China is agreeing one by one to all the de- 
mands presented by M. Planchon, the Rus- 
sian chargé d'affaires, which she pretended 
to reject en bloc. She already has under- 
taken not to alienate any portion of Man- 
churia to any other power, not to alter the 
present administration in Mongolia, not to 
open any new treaty ports in Manchuria, and 
has given an assurance not to employ foreign- 
ers in the administration of Manchuria, and 
whether China gives her consent or not Rus- 
sia retains the telegraph line between Port 
Arthur and Mukden. 

China also has agreed that Russia shall 
have full control of the customs at New 
Chwang, and there is little doubt that an 
agreement exists giving Russia exclusive 
mining rights in the Mukden province. 


Follows America’s Example. 


Washington, D. C., May 19:—Gréeat Britain 
has decided to accord China the same terms 
in the settlement of the Boxer indemnity as 
those accepted by the United States. The 
state department has been informed that the 
English chargé at Pekin has signified the 
willingness of his government to accept pay- 
ment on a silver basis for a term of years, 
reserving under bond the right to receive 
payment of any deficiency that might exist 
should it hereafter be decided that the pay- 
ments should have been made on a gold basis. 
This much strengthens the attitude of the 
United States.

JAILER WHITMAN TRIES A 
PLAN WITH SUCCESS. 


Prisoners Under 20 Are Kept from the 
Older Criminals and Result Is De- 
clared Excellent—Have a Separate 
Tier of Cell» and Classroom, for 
Which the Lake View Woman’s 


Club Has Given a Library—Enjoy | 


Calisthenic Drill. 


The evil of compelling young offenders to 
associate with older criminals, which has 
been the basis of much criticism of jail sys- 
tems, is being minimized in the Cook County 
jail by segregation methods. The term 
‘juvenile prisoner,” which, before the es- 
tablishment of the juvenile court, meant 
prisoners under 16 years of age, has been 
expanded by Jailer John L. Whitman to 
mean prisoners under 20 years of age. Ac- 
cordingly, the juvenile department“ of the 
jail now includes prisoners between 16 and 20 
years old. 

The arrangement by which the juveniles 
have been segregated has been in effect but 
a short time, but the results have justified the 
experiment. Under the segregation arrange- 
ments the younger prisoners are housed by 
themselves on the seventh tier, and instead 
of meeting the older criminals in the general 
exercising corridors during the day, they 
spend their time in the schoolroom under the 
genera! direction of their teacher, Mrs. Mary

tn explaining his latest move to benefit his 

7 Jailor Whitman said yesterday: 

“Many of the older boys wanted the 
schooling, and they needed it. There is a 
wide difference between the average prisoner 
under 20 and the average over that age, and 
it is better for the younger prisoners to be 
by themselves. They have shown that they 
appreciate the privileges extended to them by 
their conduct since being segregated. 


Boys Are Given a Library. 


In addition to their sevarate housing and 
separate exercise grounds. the juveniles have 


been given a separate library by the Lake 


View Woman's club. Yesterday sixty-four 
volumes were placed on the shelves in the 
schoel room, and the number will be in- 
100 in a few days. As soon as the 
books are worn out, the club wil] replace 
them. In addition to these books. the boys 
have access to the books of the general 
library. The volumes selected by the club 
are sufficiently simple to be read and under- 
stood and are of a character to take the 
boys’ tastes away from the dime novel“ 
style of literature, to which many of them 
owe theirsdelinquencies. 

One of the recent movements of the young- 
er prisoners is the organization of an associa- 
tion, which is an adjunct of the Moral Im- 
provement association of the jail. The mem- 
bers meet every Monday evening and are 
entertained with songs, readings, and lec- 
tures. One object of.the association is to 
regulate the personal habits of the members, 
and there is a committee which looks after 
the condition in which the members keep 
their cella. 

, First Schooling for Many. : 

the morning intermission from their 
cells the juveniles attend classes. Mrs. Cliff 
is teaching them the elementary branches, 
and not a few of them are receiving practical- 
ly their first schooling. The first half hour 
of the afternoon seasion is given over to read- 
ing. and the last hour to calesthenics. A 
piano in the school room affords the music to 
which the boys go through their exercises, 
under the direction of a leader chosen from 
their number.

T. Lewis. In addressing the Social Science 
association the other day Mr. Lewis out- 
lined his position. Punishment should no’ 
longer be retributive. It should be reform- 
atory. We cannot accurately determine 
just how many years of imprisonment are 
an adequate expiation of an offense. It 
is only in comic opera that we can exactly 
make the punishment fit the crime. What 
we should do, therefore, is to retain a man 
in confinement as long as he seems danger- 
ous to society and release him as soon as 
he has glven evidence of sufficient moral 
improvement.. Under this system each 
prisoner will carry the key of his prison in 
his own pocket. ;

It started in the latter city, where people 
on the streets, in the beer gardens, and 
places of public resort were heard asking 
those they met whether. they had “ seen 
Daniel,” and of course the joke quickly 
Spread to other cities and towne to such an 
extent that the authorities have 7 
alarmed, and have even gone to the length 
of prohibiting the sale of the photographs of 
the statue of the Prophet Daniel, which, with 
ite strongly: marked features and its up- 
turned mustaches, is the counterpart in 
marble of the emperor. 

Naturally the German people, who are not 
without a strongly developed sense of 
humor, as demonstrated by their comic 
sheets, are quick to appreciate the many 
points of analogy betweeen the Prophet 
Daniel and their monarch, notably the lat- 
ter’s readiness to act as judge and arbiter in 
every conceivable controversy that may 
arise, no matter whether it be of a military, 
political, scientific, commercial, industrial. 
social, or even biblical character. As the 
‘* Daniel of the twentieth century '’ Emperor 
William will go down to posterity. 


Much of the information contained in these

The little daughter of the ex-crown prin- 
cess of Saxony, born under such singularly 
sad circumstances at Lindau, on the Bava- 
rian shores of Lake Constance, has been 
christened, receiving the name of Pia Maria 
Monica, and has been inscribed on the local 
birth registers as a princess of the royal 
house of Saxony. She is so delicate a child 
that the intention of the court of Saxony to 
remove the infant from its mother’s care as 
soon as it attains the age of three weeks 
will probably have to be modified. 

It is related in court circies at Vienna and 
Berlin that the crown prince of Saxony 
sent a telegram to his former wife congrat- 
ulating her on the birth of the\child and 
conveying kindly wishes for her speedy re- 
covery. This tends to confirm the story 
which I related here some time ago to the 
effect that the prince still retained senti- 
ments of sincere affection for his former 
consort, and that as soon as the old king of 
Saxony had been gathered to his fathers a 
reconciliation and a remarriage would prob- 
ably take place. 

Let. me add that it was the ex-grand 
duchess of Tuscany, who was present at the 
birth, who acted as sponsor at the baptism 
of her little grandchild. 7 

There is no truth in the story which has 
been circulated to the effect that Sir Percy 
Sanderson is about to retire from his post 
of consul general of Great Britain in New 
York, a rumor which seems to have had its 
origin.in the fact that he lately resigned 
the presidency of the St. George's society. 

Sir Percy, who is a brother of Sir Thomas 
Sanderson, the permanent under secretary 
of state for foreign affairs, and the perma- 
nent chief of the foreign office, knows more 
probably than any one else in this country 
about the Danube question, which is des- 
tined to become a serious problem of Euros 


ube, a@ every one knows, is a river which 
washes the banks of quite a number of coun- 
tries, including Germany, Austria, Hungary, 
Roumania, Servia, Bulgaria, and Russia. 

In order to prevent Russia from establish- 
ing herself in control at the mouths of the 
river, and thus interfering with the use of 
the stream, as an artery of trade between the 
various countries on its banks and other 
maritime nations, the stream was interna- 
tionalized, if one can use the expression, and 
the Muscovite empire by the treaty of Paris 
was compelled to affix its signature to an 
agreement whereby the river was declared 
free to the ships of all nations, and its con- 
trol vested in an international commission 
composed of representatives of the Austrian, 
Russian, English, French, Prussian, and 
Italian governments, which made its head- 
quarters at Galatz. The commission has va- 
rious sovereign powers over the Danube. 

Now this treaty is about to come to a close, 
and Russia has already given indications of 
her refusal to consent to its renewal and of 
her resolve to take such advantage of her 
position at the mouth of the Danube as she 
may deem fit. The other signatory powers 
are certain to object, and the question may 
become a burning one. But it is a compli- 
cated affair, and, as I have mentioned above, 
there is no one in this country who knows so 
much about it as Sir Percy, who for near 
twenty years was the British meinber of the 
international commission, besides being 
consul general of Great Britain for Rou- 
mania, as well as repeatedly acting as 
chargé d' affaires at Bucharest during the 
absence of the minister plenipotentiary. 

Sir Percy, who is a grandson of Lord Can- 
terbury, is an old soldier, having, after leav- 
ing Eton, gone to Addiscombe, whence he 
graduated as lieutenant of artillery in the 
Indian army, being subsequently trans- 
ferred to the Royal Horse artillery. He 
served on the staffs of several of the gov- 
ernors of Madras, and retired from the army 
some thirty years ago, with the rank of cap- 
tain, to enter the consular, service. 

— 

In reply to the inquiry of a reader from

MEREDITH WNICHOIGON’S “THE 
MAIN CHANCE” GOOD BEADING. 
t 
An Indiana Author of Promise Whe 
Has Produced a Fictional Work of 
Modern Business Life in the West— 
Omaha Is the Scene of Its Action 
and There Are Glimpses of Real 
Personages in the Book. 


This is the day of the business ” novel and 
the west in fiction and Meredith Nicholson 
has blended them both in “THE MAIN 
CHANCE,” a story of bankers, lawyers, 
| railroad men, and street railway speculation, 
with Omaha as the location and just enough 
of the feminine element to keep the strenuous 
young westerners properly interested in some- 
thing more sentimentah than their every day 
work. The title suggests and ma- 
terial things, and yet the story is far from 


being as sordid as might be thought. The 
characters are strong and natural and inter- 
esting, and many of them are evidently 
drawn from life. One does not need to have 
been a resident of Omaha to recognize some 
of the notables who have more than a local 
reputation. 

And Mr. Nicholson has studied his locale 

and business conditions at close range, as 
well as his characters..His long -training 
in newspaper work has added to hie natural 
talent in telling his story. The inevitable 
heaviness of business details is lightened 
by the humor of his characterizatione and 
tho light. satire of his descriptions of the 
crudity of a western boom town, and he 
bolds the interest to the end, in spite of 
the fact that the feminine element in the 
bcok is limited. John Saxton is evidently 
the hero, for he marries the girl at the 
end, and deserves her, but a moreinteresting 
character is Harry Raridan, the brilliant 
young’ man of leisure, whose misfortune 
was to be a generation befofe the time for 
that sort of thing. 
Not so attractive, but a strong character 
study, nevertheless, is James Wheaton, the 
one man of them all with the sharpest eye 
for “ the main chance,“ but who failed at the 
end., after doing much, because he was a 
moral coward While Mr. Nicholeon makes 
an Interesting episode of an abduction based 
upon the stealing of the Cudahy boy at Oma- 
ha, and tells a lively story of the contest be- 
tween two local Napoleons of finance for the 
control of the street railways, there is little 
plot to the story, which is carried along more 
by the charm of the characters and the tell- 
ing than by what they do. (The Bobbs-Merrill 
company.)

John Trotwood Moore in his preface to 
* SONGS AND STORIDS FROM TENNES- 
SEE (Henry T. Coates & Co.) deprecates 
his efforts to do justice to the spot rich 
in history and tradition,” saying: I have 
only attempted to do what a greater one 
should have done“ Mr. Moore’s humble 
opinion of his w is undeserved, for the 
songs and stories, which he says had been 
hastily written for an obscure department 
of a country newspaper, and which are now 
issued in book form, are charming little 
sketches full of humor and pathos, cleverly 
blended. 

“The Basin of the Tennessee 1s a poetic

is the dominating theme. It is a simple tale, 
told mainly by Little Jake,” a jockey 
whose picturesque photograph forms the 
frontispiece.

KINDERGARTEN BUILDING GIFT. 

A Helpful Book for Teachers, by Harrison 
and Woodson. 

“THE KINDERGARTEN BUILDING 
GIFTS" (Sigma Publishing company) is 
intended primarily as a help for teach- 
ers in kindergartens, but it is ex- 
pected also to demonstrate to every- 
body the importance of the work cre- 
ated by Froebel. Its authors are Eliza- 
beth Harrison, coprincipal of the Chicago 
Kindergarten college, and Belle Woodson, 
instructor in gifts and occupation in the same 
institution. The introduction is “a short 
and inadequate statement of the worid- 
view of one of the most truly religgpus minds 
in modern times,. The book is intended to 
show why Froebel instituted the gifts, to 
examine them critically and find out whether 
or not they fulfill the purpose for which they 
were intended. 

Each gift forms a chapter, the first gift, 
as every kindergartner knows, consisting of 
six worsted balls of the colors of the rain- 
bow, to each of which is attached a string of 
the color corresponding to the ball. Every 
detail, technical or otherwise, is exhausted 
in each chapter, rhymes and little songs 
forming no li part of the whole. The 
book should be of value to thoge interested in 
the work of kindergartens.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

It was harder than ever for the wheat 
trader yesterday to make up his mind as to 
the real condition of the growing winter 
wheat crop. Warly weakness in St. Louis 
and early selling by St. Louis houses here 
was taken as a confession that the crop 
damage motive had been played to the limit. 
But subsequent events altered this impres- 
sion sharply, and, while St. Louis advanced 
for the day on crop damage claims, which 
came chiefly from that market, the local 
market did twice as well. The most serious 
claim of deterioration was that of W. L. 
Green, head of a large cash house at St. 
Louis, who made the following statement on 
the strength of reports from his traveling 
men: Tabulated reports of winter wheat 
crop from all states except Indiana and Ohio 
makes 60 per cent of a crop, and still de- 
teriorating on account of rust and fly.“ A 
message from the Lewisburg Milling com- 
pany from Lewisburg, Ky., said: “‘ Wheat 
going back daily on account of rust and fly. 
Kentucky and Tennessee will not raise half 
The Illinois crop bulletin stating | 
that wheat had improved some in central 
Illinois, but the average was only fair and 
greatly reduced in the southern section by 
fly, bugs, and drought increased the buying 
fervor. An early Kansas City message to 
Logan-Bryan said: There are a few spots 
in Kansas reporting damage by Hessian fly. 
It is not generally thought here that dam- 
age amounts to much. We have had twelve 
to fifteen letters from reliable people in the 
worst localities, and the fact seems to be 
that some fields are badly injured and others 
in the same localities fine. My own opin- 
ion is the damage as a whole will not cut 
much figure, and that Kansas will have more 
wheat than it ever raised in any previous 

r.. 

Capt. Phillips wired his friends here from 
Newton, Kas: All crops in this section 
look well. Fly in some fields, but seems to 
be growing nicely. Around Halstead, Kas., 
plowing up some wheat, which, if left stand- 
ing, I think, would make 15 or 20 bu.“ The 
trade was more impressed with the plowing 
up of wheat fields than with the glowing 
opinion of the crop. 
X. I. Valentine is wearing a new fob chain 
composed of gold coins of the United States, 
England. France, and Germany, linked to- 
gether,. the gift of a broker who intended 
it to typify the all kinds of money the 
Armour house has been taking out of the 
wheat pit. 

Broomhall’s summary of foreign crop con- 
ditions, published yesterday, covers more 
important European countries as follows: 

“United kingdom—Outlook is less favora- 
ble, owing to the weather being too cold. 
France—Crops are improving, but more heat 
is wanted. There are still complaints of 
backward growth and the plant being thin. 
Russia—Some important districts in the 
southwest and southeast are still suffering 
from drought. Elsewhere conditions are 
favorable. Roumania—Timely rains have 
fallen, improving crop conditions. Prospects 
excellent. Germany—Weather during the 
last week has generally been satisfactory. 
Crop conditions have improved, but are 
progressing slowly.” 

July Pork Shorts Run In. 


Shorts in the July pork delivery were an 
extremely nervous lot yesterday and bid 
the price up sharply in order to cover a few 
sales. At one time the July was T5c higher 
than it closed on Monday. In the pit the 
market appeared to reflect a bullish attitude 
on the part of the three largest interests— 
Cudahy, Armour, and Swift—the strongest 
combination that could possibly come into 
the market. Back of this price making trio 
is the fact that pork stocks are small, less 
than 20,090 bris May 1, and the further fact 
that no more will be made and cured in time 
for July delivery, bacuse it pays to much 
better to make ribs. 

News came from Toledo yesterday that the 
national Milling company had chartered a 
vessel to load a cargo of 104,000 bu choice 
red winter wheat to come to Chicago.

Net sales, including miscellaneous goods, 
were $28,276,680, against $25,486,150 the pre- 
vious year, being an increase of 11.2 per cent. 

The annual meeting of the company was 
-held in New Jersey yesterday, and, accord- 
ing to the report of President Colt, the last 
season was what is termed a good rubber 
winter.” Prices for the output, however, 
ruled about the same as the previous year, 
and were so low that five companies manu- 
facturing rubber boots and shoes failed or 
retired from business.

With the increase of the capital of the 
Western State bank from $500,000 to $1,000,- 
000 the name of the institution will be 
changed to the Western Trust and Savings 
bank.

The new capital of $500,000 will be sold to 
stockholders at 110, thus adding $50,000 to 
the surplus account. It is also proposed 
that present shareholders of the Western 
State shall relinquish their rights to sub- 
scription to one-half the amount of new 
stock in order that it may be placed with 
interests it is desired to have connected with 
the bank. Practically all of the stockhold- 
ers who it was desired should relinquish 50 
per cent of their rights have already done so. 

The special meeting of the shareholders 
to vote on the capital increase has been 
called for June 18 The books will close 
on that date and remain closed until June 
25, and in that period present shareholders 
may subscribe for the unrelinquished por- 
tion of their stock. The subscriptions will 
be payable $10.00 at the date of subscription 
and the remaining $100,000 on June 80.

Angeles to San Francisco, I had occasion to 
stop over a few days at Santa Barbara.”

Just at that time John D. Rockefeller 
had also showed his good judgment in pick- 
ing out Santa Barbara to get his needed 
‘rest.’ Mr. Rockefeller, I may say in the 
first place, was not by any means the physi- 
cal wreck that some people like to make him 
out. I sat at the next table to him, and can 
vouch for the strength and variety of his 
te. His color was good and he looked 
@ fairly healthy man for his age, 64, with 
the exception that he had lost every spear 
of hair from his head and face. 
He was most affable and approachable 
to every one, and seemed to make a point

WARM TEMPERATURE IN NORTH 
Is DOING MUCH GOOD. 


— — — 


Lack of Rain in Some Sections Is Be- 


ginning to Cause Alarm, but Con- 
@itions Generally Are Satisfactory 
oel Spell in the South Retards 
Growth of Cotten — Corn Pianting 
Progresses Well—Weekly Report by 
the Government Bureau. 


Washington, D. C., May 19.—[{Special.}— 


In the weekly crop report of the weather 
bureau issued today is the following sen- 


eral summary: 


All the northern and central districts east |. 


of the Rocky mountains experienced highiy 
favorable temperatures during the week end- 
ing May 18, the central valleys, the lake 
regiop, and New Engiand receiving ample 
and much needed warmth, while in the 
southern states it was too pool for favorable 
growth. General absence of rain in New 
England and the middle Atlantic states and 
over a large part of the lake region and 
the Ohio valley has intensified the drought 
in these districts, in consequence of which 
crops have made slow progress and planting 
and germination have been hindered greatly. 

The east guif states and portions of the 
lower Missouri and lower Mississippi val 
leys have suffered from excessive rains. On 
the Pacific coast the week was cool, with 
no rain over the greater part of California. 
There were generally good rains in Wash- 
ington, with light showers over a large part 
of Oregon, but more rain is needed in the 
last named state. 

Corn planting has been further delayed 
by rains in the states of the lower Missouri 
valley and by drought in the Ohio valley, the 
middle Atlantic states, and in portions of 
the lake region. Planting is well advanced 
in the Dakotas, and notwithstanding the wet 
soll in Iowa and Missouri, it has been pushed 
vigorously in those states, where it is germi- 
nating satisfactorily. In Nebraska, the 
Ohio valley, and middie Atlantic states a 
large part of the crop is yet to be planted, 
not more than f the area Raving been 
seeded in Obio and ‘Nebraska. 


Winter Wheat in West Good. 


Winter wheat has made favorable progress 
in Nebraska and Kansas and has been im- 
proved by rafns in portions of Missouri, Ok- 
lahoma, Texas, Arkansas, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, but in southern Missouri 

uta tes northward of the Ohio river and in 
the middle Atlantic states the crop has suf- 
fered further deterioration. It is heading 
as far north as central Kansas and the south- 
ern portions of Indiana and Ohio. 

In the spring wheat region weather con- 
ditions have been highly favorable for ger- 
mination and growth of spring wheat, which 
is coming up to good stands with vigorous 
plants. In the northern Rocky mountain 
states the growth of spring wheat has been 
slow; in Washington and Oregon the out- 
look is promising. 

In the Missouri valley, Oklahoma, and 
Texas general improvement in the condition 
of oats is indicated, but in the Ohio valley, 
the middle Atlantic states, and the greater 
part of the @ region the condition of the 
crop is less — 22 owing to the 
of the drought. 


Cold in South Hurts Cotton. 

There is general complaint throughout the 
cotton belt of the unfavorable effects of low 
temperatures on cotton. Good stands asa 
rule are reported in the central district, but 
in the eastern and western portions the 
stands are irregular a muclf replanting 
will be necessary. Thecropis 
warmth and sunshine being ch needed. 

Considerable tobacco has been transplant- 
ed in Tennessee and western Kentucky, but 
elsewhere there has been no opportunity for 
setting, owing to the dryness. The plants 
are generally plentiful, but now are over- 
grown in some states. 

Further improvement in the outlook for. 
apples is indicated, but the prospects for 
most other tree fruits are poor. 

The grass crop in the Ohio valley, the lake 
region, the middle Atlantic states, and New 
England is much in need of rain, but west- 
ward of the Mississippi it has made rapid 
growth and is in a promising condition. 


Reports from Many States. 


Among the telegraphic reports received 
by the bureau are the following from the 
states of the middle west: 

Kentucky—Dry in central and eastern portions, 
moderate showers in western sections; tempera- 
asia above normal; wheat shows some improve- 

mem, especially in western section; corn planting 
nearly completed and coming up fairly well. 

Missouri—Warmer, with much needed shower; 
corn planting progressed favorably, except in 
southwest, where greatly delayed; corm coming up 
well in north; much complaint of poor stands 
south; cultivation begun; some cotton replanted; 
wheat improved. 

Illinoie—Rain revived vegetation in portions ot 
central and southern districts the first of the 
; great need of rain in other sections; plow- 
ing and planting retarded or arrested on account 
of dry soli; deterioration of wheat continues ip the 
southern ; Cats uneven, general condition 
and pastures short and 


Indiane—Temperature coneiderably above nor- 
mal; no rain except light local showers in a few 
places; corn planting well advanced, but ground 
Gry, bard, and cloddy; oats and clover suffering 
for rain; wheat, rye, and bariey in fair condition 
and beginning to head in south section; tobacco 
plants ready to transplant. 

Ohio—The temperature is excessive; drought oon 

tinues; the ground is so dry plowing and corn 
planting is almost suspended; not more than half 
the corn area is planted; wheat ie holding its 
own well and heading in the south; a little rust 
is reported in the south and central counties; oata, 
barley, pastures, meadow, grass, and gardens are 
suffering for rain; tobacco plants doing fairly well; 
apples, cherries, plums, and peaches dropping. 


Too Dry in Michigan. 

Michigan—In the lower peninsula warm and 
weather retarded growth and germination; soil ie 
dry and becoming parched; corn planting and beet 
seeding general, but germination is slow; winter 
wheat, rye, oats, meadows, and pastures are slow 
and much in need of rain; prospect for early 
peaches, early cherries, and strawberries is fair; 
=— plums, and pears are blossoming plenti-

Wisconsin—Warm weather caused vegetation to 
rapidly; corm ground is prepared and 
about one-fourth of the acreage planted, with 
soil in * 4 condition; oats, barley, and spring 
wheat in the high land are excellent, on the low 
land thin and uneven; winter wheat and rye are 
strong and healthy and growing rapidly; clover 
and timothy promise heavy crops; fruit trees are 
blooming heavily; strawberries are injured by 

frost in the exposed localities. 

Minnesota—Rains in the south till the 12th de- 
layed corn, potatoes, flax, and barley seeding con- 
siderably; rain on the Iith in the central portion 
delayed work, but was beneficial to the growing 
and rece geeded grains, warmer weather the 
latter part of the week made all grains, pastures, 
and meadows grow rapidly. 

lowa~—The week was warmer than usual and all 
vegetation made rapid growth; excessive rain re- 
tarded field work in about two-thirds of the state, 
but wherever practicable plowing and planting 
were pushed vigorously; in the most favored sec- 
tions corn planting is well advanced and g 
tion satisfactory; reports are fairly good as to the 
apple and berry crops.

‘Lower Rates Ordered by James . Hi 


Recently Include More than 500 
Commodities and Make Vital 
Changes—Small Dealers in Partic- 
ular Will Be Benefited—Fall Imper- 
tance of the Frisco-Reck Island 
Deal Just Becoming Evident. 


The reduction in commodity rates between 
the Atlantic coast and Puget Sound points 
recently ordered by 
Great Northern for the benefit of small deal- 
ears ‘on the North Pacific coast is of much 
greater importance than was at first 4 
posed. Tariffs received here yesterday sho 
a large reduction on more than 800 — 
commodities. Formerly the rate on canned 
corn, one of the heaviest commodities shipped 
to Seattle and Washington common points, 
was 95 cents a 100 pounds from the Atlantic 
coast, and from the Missouri river it was 88 
cents. The new rate is commonly designated 
in railroad circles as the “ postage stamp.” 
It makes a flat tariff of 75 cents for canned 
corn from both the Atlantic coast and the 
Missouri river markets. Small dealers fre- 
quently wish to order from eastern mar- 


kets in less than carload lots, and in the 


new tariff; put in for their benefit, there 
is a greater saving allowed. For instance, 
on corn sirup, glucose, molasses, etc., 
tariff formerly was $1.70 flat a 100 poun 
from all eastern and central markets. The 
new schedule puts & rate as fol- 
lows: From New York and Atlantic coast 
points, $1.40; Pittsburg to Chicago, $1.35 
from Chicago, $1.25; Mississippi river points, 
$1.20, and Missouri river points, $1. 10. 


Purport of the Frisco Deal. 


Officials are beginning to realize 
that the acquisition of the &. Louis and San 


Francisco by the Rock Island is an important 
step in a carefully laid plan by the Moores 


to connect their system with all the im- 
portant gateways, and thereby become one 
of the important ors in the traffic orig- 
inating in the territory west of Chicago and 
St. Louis. In the development of thie plan 
the Frisco road plays an important part be- 
cause it will give the Rock Island an im- 
portant gulf outlet at New Orleans, and will 
make connection between certain gateways 
which were needed to round out the system. 
No question of traffic can arise now between 
Chicago and St. Louis, or any part of the 
southwestern territory in which the Rock 
Island will not be an important factor to be 
reckoned with. The Rock Island now has a 
territory west of the Mississippi river, which 
is fully 1,500 miles long and 1,000 miles wide, 
to draw from. It now has terminals at Chi- 
cago, Kansas City, St. Joseph, Memphis, St. 
Louis, Omaha, Galveston, and New Orleans, 
and this enables the road to take the Im- 
portant traffic of the country through which 
the system runs. 


Gross Barnings Show Intrease. 

Gross earnings of forty-seven roads for the 
first week of May were $9,462.02", against 
$8,195,852 in 1902, an increase of $1,287,073. 
Forty-three roads show increases and four 
decreases. Since July 1 the roads have 
earned 4.802.878, an increase of $41,692,- 
268 over last year.
